Preparations: 


Police Worked 


Russian Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev didn’t make it to 
Menlo Park and he’ll never 
know how extensive were the 
preparations made in his be- 
half. 

Police Chief George Potter 
knows, though. 

And as things finally turned 
out, the preparations weren’t 
entirely wasted, since the chief 
of Russia’s atomic energy pro- 
gram—a dignitary of no mean 
order—did turn up at Stanford 
Research Institute Monday af- 
ternoon. 


So did a crowd of 2000 per- 
sons, who wanted to have a 
look at the Soviet premier if 
he showed up in accordance 
with his original schedule. 

The planning for Khrush- 
chev’s visit actually got start- 
ed just a week before the 
projected visit when a state 
department operative from 
San Francisco phoned the 

Menio Park police depart- 
ment to say that the Red 

premier was to visit SRI, 
and added that the state de- 
partment “wanted no inci- 
dents.” 

Chief Potter started making 
plans. 


First he was told that he 
could choose the route he 
thought best for the official 
party; Potter selected El Ca- 
mino Real, from Santa Clara 
County and Ravenswood ave- 
nue as the easiest to watch. 

This was later switched, in 
state department directives, as 
was the anticipated time of ar- 
rival. 

Chief Potter then contacted 
neighboring police  depart- 
ments, asking for men. A total 
of 157 extra police, beside 
Menlo Park’s own 26 available 
officers, were promised for the 
job. 

Briefing sessions were held 
and assignments were worked 
out. 

TIME CHANGES 

“At first, we thought Khrush- 
chev was going to arrive at 
4:30 p.m.,” Chief Potter said. 
“Then we were told that his 
route into Menlo Park would 
be by way of Willow road, 
from Bayshore highway. 

“This meant we had to con- 
tact the business people in the 
Linfield Oaks professional-ad- 
ministrative zone, and ask 
them to change the hours at 
which people left work. 

“We didn’t want Nikita to 
get involved in a traffic jam.” 

Later, the department was 
again informed that the 
Khrushchev party would come 
by a route which would be se- 
lected while the motorcade was

proceeding from San Jose to 
San Francisco. 

This called for establish- 
ment of communications to 
flash word to Menlo Park as 
soon as the route was known, 
and also called for prepara- 
tions to move officers from 
one art of town to another 
on short notice. 

While all this planning was 
going on, Chief Potter said, 
the police had a chance to give 
their preparations a “dry run.” 
Knowing the schedule of 
Khrushchev’s train from Los 
Angeles, he stationed a total 
of 20 men, most in plain 
clothes, along the railroad 
right-of-way. 

Approximately 400 residents 
turned out to watch the train 
go by. 

WATCH TRAIN 

“We just wanted to make 
sure nobody threw anything at 
the train, or put anything on 
the tracks,” the Chief explann- 
ed. 

Potter also disclosed that of- 
ficers were shown pictures of 
known political demonstrators 
in the area. One such individ- 
ual recently achieved some 
sort of fame by throwing an 
orange at a Russian diplomat 
when he arrived at San Fran- 
cisco International Airport. 

“We also had some tele- 
phone calls from high school 
students who wanted to carry 
signs or placards. 

“Most of them wanted to 
carry signs with simple words 
of greeting on them, but we 
discouraged this because we 
felt it might bring on a rash 


of less unpleasant signs,” 
Chief Potter said. 
Guessing that _ students 


would be involved if any horse- 
play developed, Chief Potter 
contacted Nicholas Nugent at 
Menlo-Atherton High School 
and Jack Russel at Menlo Col- 
lege. 

The school administrators as- 
signed groups of faculty mem- 
bers to wander among specta- 
tors and make sure their own 
students saw them. 

“We figured that a student 
might act mischevious or 
otherwise misbehave in the 
presence of a police officer, 
but he’d maintain better be- 
havior if he knew a teacher 
he was going to have to work 
with all year was watching 
him,” Chief. Potter explain- 
ed. 

At 6 p.m. Sunday, word came 
through that Khrushchev was- 
n’t going to visit SRI, after all. 

This called for hasty cancel- 
lation of the calls for aid from 
neighboring departments. 

As things finally turned out, 
the Menlo Park police finally 
came up with a total of about 
50 officers, including the mem- 
bers of thé Menlo Park depart- 
ment ,the Atherton depart- 
ment, five reserves of the Palo 
Alto police department, the 
sheriff's office, and Stanford 


Research Institute’s own  se- 
curity staff. 
Besides those on the SRI 


grounds, the Menlo Park po- 
lice had watchers on the Wil- 
low road and Marsh road traf- 
fic interchanges, the Ring- 
wood avenue pedestrian over- 
pass and the Belle Haven rail- 
road overpass of Bayshore 
Freeway. 

“We didn’t want any nut 
to drop, throw or shoot any: 
thing at Khrushchev’s motor- 
cade,” the chief explained. 

The motorcade went through 
town without incident. 

“T might add that the co- 
cperation from SRI was won- 
derful,” the Chief said. “Se- 
curity officers, headed by Tom 
O’Neill, Nelson Norum and 
Thomas Barnum did _ every- 
thing we asked them to.” 

This included stationing men 
on the roof of the research in- 
stitute’s main building, and 
construction of a 20-foot-high 
fence, sealing off one of the 
courtyards at the Institute. It 
was here that Khrushchev was 
scheduled to greet SRI staff 
members. 

In addition, SRI put up 700 
feet of snow fencing to keep 
crowds out of the entrance 
area. 

An ambulance and two fire 
the Menlo Park police station, 
trucks were kept handy at 
the Menlo Park police station, 
and a Menlo Park Fire Dis- 
trict rescue squad truck prowl- 
ed the area during the time of 
the anticipated visit. 

Residents of homes across 
Ravenswood avenue were ask- 
ed to watch for suspicious 
characters who might lurk be- 
hind hedges, with an interna- 
tional incident their main ob- 
jective. But none of the latter 
showed up, according to Chief 
Potter,

Although the city was 20 
years old at the time, the 
first annual report wasn’t 
published until after World 
War If. At first much slim- 

mer, it grew through the 
years to its present size. 

The interest and effort of 
Burgess had a marked effect 
on the booklet, and because of 
his death in 1957 no volume 
of the “Annual Report” could 
be assembled and published 
that year. 

In 1958, an ‘“‘annual report” 
covering two years was there- 
fore distributed. 

In authoring the current 
edition, Bedwell is faced with 
a couple of problems which 
didn't confront his predeces- 
sors. 

For one thing, recent annex- 
ations of territory to the city 
have resulted in radical boun- 
dary changes and a map which 
carried a readily usable street 
map would have to be huge 
With the annexation of 11.6 
square miles of land and wa- 
fer along the bayside a few 
weeks ago, the city actually has 
within its boundaries a huge 
tract of land with no subdivi- 


sions, utilities, or, in fact, 
streets. 
Another problem — one 


which has grown in_ signifi- 
cance through the years — is 
the inciusion of civil disaster 
information and advice on how 
a resident can best protect 
himself in the event of a nat- 
ural hollacaust or a major nu- 
clear war disaster. 

3edwell says that this 
year’s book will contain a 
clip-out, sheet for posting in 
the home, detailing some of 
the relevant instructions. 

A recurring problem, too, is 
an intelligent explanation of 
the city’s budget. 

For instance, not all of the 
city’s operating funds come di- 
rectly from the taxpayers: 
some come from the state. 

Nor is the resident, when he 
sees his tax bill, apt to consid- 
er that his city government ac- 
counts for only a small part 
of the total hes asked to pun- 
gle up. County. school districts 
of various sorts, and the mul- 
titude of special districts ac- 
count for a vastly greater por- 
tion of his bill than the actual 
municipality does. 

3edwell says that his expla- 
nation of these complexities 
will be illustrated with a vari- 
ety of charts and graphs, which 
it is hoped will make things 
clearer. 

Another innovation in this 
year’s book, he says, will be an 
index. 

Names of the city’s elective 
and appointive officials will be 
listed in ,appropriate sections 
of the book, rather than lump- 
ed together in a sort of direc- 
tory in front of the volume, as 
in previous years. 

One of the happiest tasks 
in compilation of the book- 
let is currently the source of 
much trouble: Bedwell is 
trying, in a few short para- 
graphs, adequately to de- 
scribe Menlo Park. 

A description of the city and 
residents and 
businessmen here has been in- 
cluded in previous books, un- 
der a title of, “This is Menlo 
Park.” 

This section has included 
data on area, population, aver- 
age temperatures and the like, 
in addition to a very commend- 
atory description authored 
more than 40 years ago as the 
Army recommended establish- 
ment of Camp Fremont here. 

Everybody who lives here 
knows that Menlo Park is a 
pretty fine place in which to 
make one’s home, but describ- 
ing it is something else again. 
As Bedwell is finding out. 


25 Years Ago: 


Zoning \ssue 
Cropped Up 
Before Council
